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BARRY 
WOMAN’S 
BATTLE 
TO STAY 
IN HOME 

A Barry woman whose parents both 
died earlier this year says she was 
given notice to quit the family home 
by the Vale Council. 

Around 300 local people have signed a 
petition requesting that Margaret Howes (55) 
be allowed to stay in Holland Way where she 
has lived for the last 52 years. As The GEM 
was going to press, the council explained it was 
working to what it believed would be a 
resolution of her situation. 

Margaret told The GEM: “I was given a 
notice to quit on June 17 advising me of the 
‘Ending of Tenancy’. It said I had to leave by 
July 18. 

“It also said I had to ensure the property was 
clear of my personal possessions and I had to 
hand in my keys to the housing at the Civic 
Offices.” 

She suffered a double bereavement this year. 
First, in January, her father, John died, then in 
April her mother Delia died. The tenancy, last 
dated May 5, 1975, was in their names.

Wales opts to ‘ Leave’ 


WALES voted to leave the 
European Union - but the 
Vale of Glamorgan’s result 
backed ‘Remain’. 

In the Vale, ‘Leave’ achieved 
35,628 votes (49.27 per cent) and 
Remain 36,681 (50.73 per cent). 
The turnout was 76.15 per cent. 

The Vale was thought to be 
Eurosceptic, but when counting got 
under way not long after 10pm last 


Thursday, June 23, in the main 
hall at Barry Leisure Centre, there 
was concern among ‘Leavers’ as it 
became clear ‘Remain’ had put up 
a very strong vote. 

Downing Street was said to be 
confident of victory until 
Sunderland delivered a crushing 
win for Leave - 61 per cent to 39 
per cent - at 12.20am on Lriday 
morning.

THE Jam Fund is 
continuing its great 
work of helping 
young children 
facing serious 
health problems - 
including a boy 
from Barry who 
suffers from 

muscular 
dystrophy, writes a 
GEM reporter. 

Paul Adamson, of The 
Jam Fund, explained: 
“As well as the £6,000 to 
construct a play area for 
seven-year-old Tilly, 
which featured in The 
GEM recently, the 
charity has also donated 
two hot tubs to two 
children locally. 

“One is a little boy 
named Ieuan who has 


muscular dystrophy, the 
other is a little girl called 
Ffion who has just 
undergone heart surgery 
at Great Ormond Street. 

“Both hot tubs have 
remotely controlled 
colour changing LED 
lights in them. 

“The charity also 
bought chemical 

cleaning kits and ground 
protection sheets for the 
tubs.” 

Ieuan’s mother Koral 
Clarke said her eight- 
year-old son, who attends 
Gladstone Road Primary 
School, had been thrilled 
with the tub which 
encourages him to do 
vital exercise. 

“It takes the stress out 
of his muscles and helps 
him to move more freely. 

“He uses it every day - 
- sometimes for 20 


minutes to half an hour, 
sometimes all day! 

“We’ve had it since 
May and he’s benefitted 
already.” 

The tub will 
supplement 
hyrdrotherapy sessions 
that Ieuan attends at 
hospitals in south Wales, 
including the University 
Hospital of Wales in 
Cardiff. 

The Jam Fund is also 
helping youngsters in 
other parts of the UK. 

Paul explained: “I was 
also made aware of a 
little boy in Manchester 
who sadly is terminally 
ill. 

“Kyle has a rare form 
of cancer which he had 
fought off, but it has 
returned and he is no 
longer treatable. 

“A friend of Kyle’s 


mum - whose own little 
boy has had assistance 
from The Jam Fund and 
recently finished 

chemotherapy - asked if 
the charity could help 
finance a special day 
away for Kyle and his 
mum costing £1,000. 

“The family had raised 
£350 towards this 
already, so the fund 


donated the remaining 
£650 to make the event 
possible for Kyle and his 
family.” 

Paul, who is supported 
in the fund’s work by his 
wife Denise, added: “The 
Jam Fund is seeking 
team members for the 
Cardiff University Half 
Marathon in October. 

“Team vests and 


sponsorship forms are 
provided and we don’t 
ask people to raise 
huge sums in 
sponsorship - £100 is 
great.”

Margaret said: “I 
have loved it here. If I 
was thrown out, I would 
be out of my comfort 
zone. The neighbours 
knock on my door to 
make sure I’m all right. 

I don’t know where I’d 

go” 

Margaret does live in 
a three-bedroomed 
house, but points out 
there are other locals in 
a similar position. 

She said that the 
council had claimed she 
wasn’t registered at the 
house, even though she 
is on the electoral 
register and receives 
post. 

Margaret suffers 
from Klippel-Feil 
syndrome, a rare 
disease, which involves 
the congenital fusion of 
cervical vertebrae. She 
is also now on anti¬ 
depressants prescribed 
by her GP and says it 
has been a worrying 
time. 

At one stage the 
council said she was in 
arrears to the tune of 
£1,700, but a letter she 
received on Thursday, 
June 23, confirmed she 


is eligible for housing 
benefit and Margaret 
thinks the situation 
should be resolvable. 

Her brother Jon said: 
“The council have been 
thinking of any petty 
reason they can to get 
rid of her. All the 
neighbours are so good 
and look after her.” 

The family met local 
Assembly Member Jane 
Hutt to raise their 
concerns over the 
‘notice to quit’. 

The Vale AM said: “I 
met recently with Ms 
Howes and am taking 
up her case as a matter 
of priority with the Vale 
Council.” 

The GEM put 
Margaret’s comments to 
the Vale Council before 
we went to press 
yesterday, Wednesday. 

A spokesperson 
stated: “Ms Howes has 
now presented to our 
Homelessness Team and 
has been given advice 
and assistance to 
resolve her housing 
situation. We are 
currently looking for 
properties that are 
suitable for Ms Howes’ 
needs.” 


115 jobs now 
in danger at 
Dow Corning 


A total of 115 jobs at 
Dow Corning are 
under threat due to 
a merger with 
DuPont. 

The Dow Chemical 
Company has announced 
it will cut about 2,500 
jobs worldwide. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns, 
the Welsh Secretary of 
State, told The GEM: “I 
am very disappointed to 
learn that such a well 
known site in Barry will 
be affected by Dow 
Chemical’s plan to 
reduce their number of 
employees by 2,500 
globally. 

“I am deeply 
concerned for the 115 
local employees and their 
families, who now face 
an uncertain future 
through no fault of their 
own. I will be sitting 
down with senior 
management to ask about 
their reasoning and 
determine the impact on 
the local area. 

“I will do everything I 
can to ensure that any 
local people losing their 
jobs receive the best 
support possible to help 
them get back into our 


strengthening local 
economy.” 

South Wales Central 
AM, Andrew RT Davies, 
said it would be an 
unsettling period for a 
committed workforce. 

He commented: “It’s 
imperative all parties 
involved in the process 
do all it can to ensure the 
impact on the site in 
Barry - one of the 
biggest employers in the 


Vale - is kept to an 
absolute minimum. 

“The Dow Corning 
factory has been a 
cornerstone in the Barry 
economy and local 
community and it’s 
hugely important this 
remains the case.” 

Around 630 people 
work at the Dow Coming 
plant in Barry and a 45- 
day consultation will 
begin soon.

From that point on, it 
was clear the 
Referendum was in the 
balance, and as night 
gave way to morning 
Leave remained the 
stronger vote. 

The final vote in 
Wales was Remain 
772,347 votes (47.5%), 
Leave 854,472 votes 
(52.5%). 

On Friday morning 
the Prime Minister 
David Cameron stepped 
out of 10 Downing Street 
to announce his 
resignation. He will stay 
on until the Conservative 
Party annouces a 
successor. 

The Leader of the 
Welsh Conservatives, 
Andrew RT Davies, who 
backed Leave, said: 
“David Cameron can be 
proud of his many 
achievements as Prime 
Minister; not least in 
having delivered this 
opportunity for the 
public to have its say on 
such a huge 
constitutional issue. 

“The democratic will 
of the United Kingdom 
has been served , and it is 
clear that the political 
landscape here in Wales 
and the UK has been 
changed permanently, 
and beyond recognition. 

“Clearly the leaders of 
political parties here in 
Wales will need to reflect 
to what extent they can 
be said to be 
representing Welsh 
public opinion on this 
matter.” 

Mr Davies stressed 
the unity of the whole 
country was paramount. 
“We must also recognise, 
however, that there is a 
significant proportion of 
the population that didn't 
vote to leave the EU and 
who will not be sharing 


our optimism today, and 
we must move forward 
together as a United 
Kingdom.” 

The Vale’s Assembly 
Member, Jane Hutt, told 
The GEM: “Although I 
was deeply disappointed 
with this result, the Vale 
of Glamorgan 

constituency voted to 
remain in Europe. 

“I also respect that 
others have different 
views and we now need 
to unite and move 
forward to secure the 
future of Wales as we 
face considerable 

challenges. 

“ I agree with the First 
Minister's statement that 
we may have voted 
differently, but we 
remain neighbours, 
friends and family.” 

The Conservatives are 
seeking a new leader and 
Labour are in a state of 
civil war after more than 
20 of Jeremy Corbyn’s 
team resigned. 

What the public will 
demand in the weeks 
ahead is that politicians 
put their country before 
narrow party 

consideration to create 
stability as the United 
Kingdom heads towards 
exit negotiations with the 
EU. 

Neil Woodford, one of 
Britain’s most respected 
fund managers, who

A former professional 
golfer who lives in 
Barry says he wants 
an apology from the 
Vale Council after he 
feared eviction. 

Alan Evans (56) said 
he was told he was 
£133.89 in arrears - a 
figure he disputed. 

He claimed that on 
June 6, the Vale Council 
threatened him with

eviction, but the council 
said it had started “a debt 
recovery process”. 

Mr Evans, who suffers 
from ill-health, including 
problems to his back, 
shoulder, pelvis, hip and 
arms, and had previously 
been homeless, said: “I 
won the flat through a 
bid with Homes 4 U -1 
was so pleased I cried. I 
was very grateful 
because the council had 
also paid for a washing 
machine and cooker. 

“I moved in on March 
14 and had to sleep on 
cushions for the first six 
weeks until I was able to 
buy a mattress -1 got 
vouchers from the 
council to get a bed 
frame.” 

The disputed arrears 
were made up of water 
payments, and fees for 
an alarm which he insists

should not have been 
included. Mr Evans had 
arranged regular 
payments for the water. 

He said the true 
arrears were £86.15 
which was a 
consequence of him not 
being able to attend the 
Civic Offices to make 
payments because of ill 
health. 

Mr Evans said: “In the 
end the council admitted 
it was their fault on the 
pullcords and said I did 
not have to pay. 

“When I got the 


eviction notice I was put 
through a great deal of 
stress and think I should 
receive an apology.” 

Mr Evans is now in 
credit, but said that when 
he went to the Civic 
Offices to sort the matter 
the answers to him were 
“cold and uncaring”. 

Mr Evans explained 
that his health problems 
dated back to excessive 
training on the European 
golf tour many years ago 
when he rubbed 
shoulders with the likes 
of Ballesteros, Woosnam 
and Faldo. 

“I used to hit 1,000 
balls a day. You have to 
be a contortionist to be a 
golfer.” 

Coun Bronwen 
Brooks, cabinet member 
for housing, said: “There 
is a small weekly water 
charge that many of our 


tenants are required to 
pay. Mr Evans did not 
pay this consistently. Our 
housing team wrote to 
Mr Evans four times as 
well as making a number 
of repayment agreements 
with him. 

“When these 
agreements were not 
kept and repayments not 
made a ‘Notice Seeking 
Possession’ was served. 

“This is not an 
eviction notice. It is the 
first stage in the formal 
debt recovery process 
and advises a tenant that 
if the situation is not 
resolved the council will 
likely take legal action. 

“The debt has now 
been cleared and a water 
meter is being fitted so 
payments for water can 
be made directly to Dwr 
Cymru. There is no 
ongoing debt recovery 
action.”

T here have

I would like to start 
by thanking people for 
expressing their 
sympathies following the 
death of a young MP, 
mother and wife, Jo 
Cox, who was killed a 
few days before her 
42nd birthday. 

An inspiring person 
who had already made a 
huge contribution before 
she came into Parliament 
last year, Jo was killed 
undertaking her role as a 
dedicated constituency 
MP. 

The messages from 
her family showed their 
remarkable courage and 
told us what an 
exceptionally wonderful 
woman and politician 
she was. This was 
highlighted powerfully 
in her maiden speech by 
her words “there is more 
that unites us than 
divides us.” 

The day before the 
EU Referendum, we 
held a number of debates 
in the Assembly, where 
there was a great deal of 
cross-party agreement on 
the way forward for our 
public services in Wales. 
However, debates on 


the referendum have 
been more fractious and 
last Wednesday there 
were strong words 
spoken across the 
Chamber only a few 
hours before the polling 
stations opened for a 
referendum which will 
have a profound impact 
on our lives - especially 
on the lives of our 
children and 
grandchildren. 

The Vale voted to 
remain in the European 
Union. I was still 
having thoughtful 
conversations with 
people on referendum 
day, as I distributed 
leaflets and spoke to 
people in Barry, 
encouraging them to 
vote to stay in the EU - 
but clear that I respected 
their views however they 
voted. 

We must now move 
forward positively, learn 
lessons, respect each 
other’s views and heal 
divisions where they 
have emerged. 

As a minister in the 
Welsh Government, I am 
playing my part in 
supporting the First 
Minister, Carwyn Jones, 
to protect the interests of 
Wales. 

On Friday, he said 
that protecting jobs and 
maintaining economic 
confidence and stability 
was our “number one 
task”.

He stated our

We 
must make sure these 
exchanges continue as 
part of our future 
relationships in long¬ 
standing purposeful 
European partnerships. 

As Vale AM, I have 
had some of the 
strongest responses from 
young people who voted 
to remain in Europe, 
many of whom have 
expressed dismay about 
the result and have asked 
me to support and 
represent them as they 
make their voices heard. 

They ask that their 
opportunities and 
prospects and views be 
taken account. I was 
pleased to meet with a 
group of 16 and 17 year 
olds on the steps of the 
Senedd on Monday with 
Julie Morgan AM, 
backing their call for 
votes for 16 and 17 year 


olds and listening to 
their concerns about how 
they can still benefit 
from Europe. 

The most disturbing 
outcome of this divisive 
Referendum campaign 
was acknowledged by 
Carwyn Jones at our 
cabinet meeting on 
Monday. 

In his statement 
following the meeting he 
said: “ Cabinet members 
cited examples of hateful 
incidents directed 
against non-British 
people in their 
constituencies over the 
weekend, and, equally 
distressingly, against 
people from ethnic 
minorities born here in 
Wales. 

“Ministers resolved to 
issue a clear statement... 
that such racism is 
completely unacceptable 
in Welsh society .” 

He ended his 
statement by saying that 
whether you voted to 
remain or to leave, the 
Welsh Government will 
do everything in its 
power to protect Welsh 
interests, strengthen our 
economy and unify our 
nation. 

I will play my part 
and seek to bring 
together those with 
different views and 
experiences to help us 
understand each other.

These were UK-wide 
awards and the Vale was 
the only Welsh winner. 

In addition, the

is the only Welsh entrant 
shortlisted for an 
‘Enterprising Britain’ 
award. The bursary 
scheme provides up to 
£3,000 of financial 
support and business 
advice for would-be

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Where Barry’s past meets its present -

O N Sunday, June 12, 

I made the trip to 
Barry Island with 
my family, like many 
others, in the hope of 
seeing the Red Arrows. 

Looking out at the low clouds 
early in the morning, I felt sure 
that the display would be 
cancelled, but we decided to go 
anyway, knowing that the Festival 
of Transport (FoT) was also on. 

We walked across the docks to 
the Island, and it was pleasant to 
see that there were large numbers 
of people when we arrived. The 
FoT was clearly a draw in itself, 
and there was a superb range of 
classic cars displayed on the 
promenade and in the gardens. 

Proud owners stood next to 
their vehicles, keen to discuss 
how they had rescued and 
restored their beloved cars. 

There were crowds along the 
promenade, partaking of an ice 
cream or a coffee, and it was 
wonderful to see such a throng of 
people appreciating the pleasures 
of Barry Island. 

We found out that the Red 
Arrows had to cancel their 
display due to low cloud cover at 
Bristol, but the large crowds did 
not disperse following this news. 
Even a couple of light showers 
did not seem to dampen the 
enthusiasm and spirit of the 
crowds, and the atmosphere was 
one of a community, just as Barry 
used to be. 

The fairground was open, and 
a number of people were 
enjoying the new rides. There is 
obviously still a vast amount of 
work to be done at the site, but it 
is a far cry from the ghost town 
which had inhabited the space in 
recent years. 

By far the jewel in the crown 
for us was our visit to the war 


museum. This is housed in the 
railway station building of Barry 
Island, and could easily be 
overlooked by visitors due to its 
size, but it is actually located just 
next to the coffee shop and is run 
by volunteers. 

They all have a story to tell 
about the resources contained 
therein, and have their own areas 
of expertise. Quite how they have 
fitted such a fantastic range of 
artefacts into such a small space 
is incredible. There is a trench 
area leading to a tiny room 
packed with artefacts, occupied 
by a soldier of a mannequin, 
where children are encouraged to 
dress in authentic clothing from 
the time (this was my son’s 
favourite part!). 

The gas bell resounds through 
the museum in a menacing way, 
and there is even a World War 
One gas mask to look at. 

An Anderson shelter gives you 
an idea of the conditions of the 
area that families would endure 
during air raids, and was 
transported from one of the 
volunteer’s own back gardens! 
Mannequins are adorned with 
further authentic clothing, such as 
a nurse’s costume, and there are 
glass cases full of treasures. 

In this tiny space, the 
volunteers have utilised every 
cubic inch with incredible 
creativity and it even includes a 
kitchen, complete with a full- 
sized dresser, boiler and mangle 
for washing, complete with 
contemporary crockery of the day 
(many of these donations) and a 
teapot with a lovely knitted tea 
cosy! 

There is an earthenware hot 
water bottle, an iron, a mincer 
and a ‘real’ whisk. My children 
loved the display of food which 
illustrated a week’s rations for 
one person - it was the size of a 


pub breakfast. 

The lady who showed us 
around was knowledgeable and 
interesting, as are all the 
volunteers who work there. All 
the volunteers regularly dress in 
period costume, which does take 
you back to the 1940s. 

I urge Barry residents - and 
those from outside town - to visit 
this ‘jewel in the crown’. School 
parties are welcome, and the 
volunteers are happy to organise 
visits, too. The website is 
www.harry warmuseum .org .uk/ho 
me.html. 

An air of nostalgia is seeping 
back into our town. The coming 
together for a big event, the 
fairground beginning to rise like a 
phoenix from the ashes, the 
general community spirit which 
was prevalent on Sunday. 

Let’s not forget to patronise 
what we have on our doorstep. 

Visiting the war museum was 
the highlight, primarily because it 
reminded me about how 
important it is to feel part of a 
community - the war being a 
time when this was absolutely 
essential - and it was satisfying 
to experience a small part of that 
community spirit at the weekend. 

There are many criticisms 
about how our precious town has 
changed over the years and, 
having lived here for nearly 50 
years, I agree with most of them. 

So let’s take a few moments to 
reflect on those snippets that 
remind us that we are still a very 
strong and powerful community 
with so many memories to share. 
Remember we also have 
memories to make. 

Let’s keep the Barry spirit 
alive!

Child cruelty offences 
in Wales increase 

THE number of child cruelty and neglect 
cases recorded by police in Wales has risen 
by 53 per cent in the last year, the NSPCC 
has revealed. 

The charity’s annual child protection review - 
How Safe Are Our Children? - shows parents or 
carers were reported in connection with 415 
offences in 2014-15, compared to 272 in 2013-14.

Artist 
donates 
sculptures 
to college 

ONE of the Middle 
East’s most 
celebrated 
international artists 
has donated two 
striking outdoor 
sculptures to the 
students of an 
international college 
in south Wales, in 
support of their 
mission to use 
education as a force 
for peace in the 
world. 

The artworks were 
created and donated to 
UWC Atlantic College 
by Nadim Karam, an 
internationally 
renowned sculptor, 
painter, urban artist and 
architect from Beirut. 

Karam’s work has 
succeeded in acquiring 
international 
recognition, and is 
known for its focus on 
issues with a global 
significance, often 
speaking to issues of 
conflict and the pursuit 
of peaceful resolution. 


F EW films left 
a mark on my 
youth as 
much as 

Independence Day. 
The 1996 
blockbuster that 
established Will 
Smith as a box 
office star was a 
cultural 
phenomenon, 
taking over that 
summer and 
leaving a shadow 
over it as large as 
the alien spaceships 
that descended on 
the earth’s capital 
cities. 

Given how much of a 


success it was, it’s 
surprising that it has 
taken 20 years for a 
sequel to reach cinemas 
(although one was 
mooted and then booted 
in the early 2000s), but 
the wait is over and 
Independence Day: 
Resurgence now looms 
into view. 

Set two decades after 
the events of the first 
film, earth has 
developed the alien 
technology left behind 
to improve the planet 
and its defences against 
further alien invasions, 
led by the returning 
David Levinson (Jeff 
Goldblum). 

However, when the 
aliens, chastened by 


their defeat, return to 
wreak havoc with even 
more powerful 
technology, it’s down to 
David and heroes past 
and present (Bill 
Pullman, Liam 
Hemsworth and Jessie T 
Usher) to stand up and 
be counted - and defeat 
the aliens again... 

One of the most 
notable cast members 
not to return for a 
second slice of “kicking 
ET’s ass” was Will 
Smith - it appears, 
finally, that Mr Smith 
has developed 
something of a quality 
control as Independence 
Day: Resurgence is a 
hollow and vacuous 
blockbuster, not without 


a small degree of merit, 
but one lacking across 
the board. 

The set-up is a sound 
one, the 20-year gap 
between films being 
replicated in the 
movie’s timeline - earth 
has developed ways and 
means of utilising alien 
technology to improve 
the world and create a 
peace that is (as you 
would expect) rudely 
interrupted by some 
less-than-happy aliens. 

Yet it’s worth noting 
that also in that 20-year 
period, Roland 
Emmerich has gone 
from making fun 
popcorn fodder like the 
original film to turgid, 
overly-bombastic fare 


like 2072, 10,000 BC 
and White House Down 
- and this is not the film 
where Emmerich gets 
his mojo back. 

There is little arguing 
that the level of 
spectacle is hugely 
impressive (no-one does 
titanic carnage like 
Emmerich) and the set- 
pieces, if a little too 
reminiscent of the last 
outing, certainly have a 
degree of thrill and 
spill. 

It is, however, poorly 
edited, the various plots 
bouncing around and 
never quite settling, and 
while Emmerich laces 
his carnage with a 
subtle humour here and 
there (will The White 
House make it 
unscathed?) it all feels a 
bit too predictable, a bit 
tired and worn-out. 

But it’s beyond this 
that the film really fails, 
not only as a sequel but 
also as regards character 
and story. The story is 
flat and retreads the first 
film with a few sly 
changes here and there, 
yet feels laborious and 
overly complex at 


times, while the 
characters, in the main, 
are merely the bland 
leading the bland. 

The returning players 
give a kick of nostalgia, 
but it’s only Jeff 
Goldblum’s sardonic 
weariness (always 
welcome) and Brent 
Spiner’s Dr Okun (with 
the best story) that you 
ever engage in. The 
rest are just there for 
that nostalgia hit, with 
one character in 
particular thrown in for 
no good reason and 
leaving as quickly as 
they enter. 

The new cast equally 
fail to linger. While 
Liam Hemsworth makes 
for an engaging and 
witty hero, the likes of 
Maika Monroe and 
Jessie T Usher are 
lacking in personality 
and depth, while the 
presence of a Chinese 
character who is given 
absolutely nothing to do 
is perhaps the worst 
example yet of a 
Hollywood blockbuster 
attempting to woo a 
burgeoning market. 

By the time the film 


reaches its overblown 
climax, which feels like 
a poor rip-off of a 
sequence from Gareth 
Edwards’ Monsters, 
you’ll probably care 
little about whether or 
not the aliens can be 
defeated. 

While the first film 
was, in its own way, 
equally as vapid and 
jingoistic, it also had 
characters you cared 
about, a story you could 
engage in - sadly the 
same cannot be said 
about Independence 
Day: Resurgence. 

VERDICT - Silly 
and overblown, yet too 
bland and vacuous to 
connect, Independence 
Day: Resurgence is an 
unwelcome sequel. 

The action may thrill, 
but the story and 
characters fatally fail to 
engage and you’re left 
with an unabashed 
visual overload of 
carnage with nothing to 
underpin it. Poor.

Constellation aircraft left 
from the 1950s. 

The final stop on this 
tour was at the Australian 
Fleet Air Arm Museum at 
Nowra. It will be 
interesting to compare 
this last museum with 
our own museum at 
Yeovilton. 

We will doubtless be 
well informed about 
historical Antipodean 
aviation at the meeting’s 
conclusion!

East 18 is part of the 
Mental Health Services 
for Older People service 
at Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
and provides care for 
patients with dementia 
and Alzheimer’s who 
require hospital 
admission, often for a 
long period of time.

ON Tuesday, June 
12 David Powell 
MBE spoke to 
members of the 
Dinas Powys Probus 
Cloub, on ‘Comets - 
Visitors from 
Space’. 

David’s interest in 
astronomy began in the 
1960s and he is a founder 
member of Cardiff 
Astronomical Society. 

Comets can be 
dramatic, but also 
potentially dangerous to 
our Earth. Gas clouds 
formed at the birth of the 
solar system eventually, 
over millions of years, 
attracted space debris 
which after time became 
solid comets. 

They contain ice, 
water, various gases and 
organic molecules which 
some scientists believe 
triggered life on Earth 
after comet strikes. 

Most remain in the 
Oort cloud (Jan Oort 
1900-1992 Dutch 
astronomer) far beyond 
Pluto but occasional 
cloud collisions cause 
them to ricochet out on 
erratic trajectories and 
this can lead to Earth 
strikes. 

There are countless 
millions of them but 
from Earth, we see many 
of the same ones passing 
close to us every 200 
years or so, although one 
named Halley’s Comet 
re-appears every 60 or 70 
years, even though it is 
slowly falling apart. 

It appeared in the sky 
in 1066 and is shown on 
the Bayeux Tapestry. 
Soothsayers then told 
William the Conqueror 
that the omens were good 
for the invasion of 
Britain. 

Isaac Newton did not 
sit under an apple tree to 
realise that there was 
some force attracting 


from Pen-y-lan, has 
been instrumental in the 
decoration of the Cwtch 
giving up his free time 
to wallpaper and tile the 
room. George’s wife, 
Elaine, was admitted to 


comets to pass close to 
Earth. By watching their 
behaviour as they passed, 
he realised that they were 
pulled around on 
elliptical orbits, and he 
discovered gravity. 

Edmund Halley, by 
studying and recognising 
familiar comets, was able 
to predict the return, in 
1758, of a comet later 
named after him. After 
his death, he was proved 
to be right. 

As a comet gets closer 
to the Sun, the ice turns 
into gas, known as a 
‘coma’ and this is the 
familiar comet tail we 
see, the tail always facing 
away from the Sun’s 
strong winds. 

Charles Messier 
(1730-1817), a French 
astronomer, discovered 
five new comets and 
offered to name them 
after members of the 
French Royal family in 
return for large sums of 
money. He duly became 
very rich. He continued 
to find new ones and 
eventually listed around 
100 and his list is still in 
common use today. 

Comets can be 
dangerous to us on Earth 
as they hurtle through 
space without, as David 
said, any brakes. Earth 
suffered a heavy 
bombardment 3.8 million 
years ago and a comet hit 
in Arizona has left a 
crater one mile wide and 
one mile deep. 

In 1908, a comet 
exploded in the sky 
above Tunguska, Russia, 
and caused massive 
devastation which is still 
visible, but fortunately 
no deaths. 

Strikes seem to occur 
every 1,000 years or so 
but are completely 
unpredictable.

the unit in November 
2015 but died in May. 
George has scoured 
local charity shops and 
markets to find items 
that would fit the room, 
some of which he has 
re-vamished or made 
himself to keep costs at 
a mi nimum. 

George said: “When 
you have a relative in 
hospital, there is a lot 
going on in your mind, 
and at times it is nice to 
be able to switch off 
from what’s going on 
here medically and get 
involved in a project to 
benefit everyone. 

“Little things like 
finding wallpaper, tiles 
or visiting markets and 
charity shops just takes 
your mind off things. 

“My wife would find 
comfort in this room as 
it would make her feel 
less agitated as she 
could come in and listen 
to music. 

“Since the room has 
been finished and open 
to patients I have never 
seen the room empty 
and I used to come in 
here every day to visit 
Elaine. People are 
making a lot of use of it 
and you don’t feel like 
you are in a hospital 
environment at all.” 

George said that the 
effect the room has on 
patients outweighs the 
work that has gone into 
it, and added: “There is 


a really calming 
atmosphere in here 
which is such a contrast 
to what it was like 
before. It restores a 
little bit of normality to 
patients, giving them a 
space to potter about in 
and this is the key to the 
success of the area.” 

Katherine and Ben 
are both grateful for the 
support, interest and 
commitment from 
families and carers who 
helped to make the 
Cwtch into the 
comfortable space it is 
now. 

Susan Beck’s 
husband William, from 
Barry, is a patient on 
East 18. Susan believes 
that places such as East 
18 are essential for 
families and patients 
and every time you 


come through the door 
you see a friendly face 
and know that your 
loved ones are being 
cared for. 

She said: “The Cwtch 
is so positive and offers 
so much for people who 
live in the past and 
don’t live in today. 

“The majority of 
people may not realise 
that with dementia and 
Alzheimer’s, the brain 
looks backwards not 
forwards, so any form 
of stimulation from the 
past for people like my 
husband and other 
patients is essential.” 

Lyn James’ husband, 
Roger, is a patient on 
the ward. She describes 
the Cwtch as a great 
addition because it’s 
somewhere he can go 
and listen to music 
through the old records 
provided. 

Lyn said: “Everybody 
has really signed up and 
got involved in the 
decoration of the room 
and wanted to bring 
things in to contribute. 
I’m still keeping a look 
out now for things when 
I’m out and about that I 
think would be nice in 
here. 

“It really does benefit 
patients and it has been 
proven by how often the 
area is being used. It 
has been such an 
enjoyable project for 
everyone and it’s nice 
for people who have 
visitors to have 
somewhere else to sit, 
too.”

Local writer releases 
work on *Glamorgan's 
Greatest Generation' 


“IT’S now 70 years 
since the end of the 
Second World War, 
and those who lived 
through those 
momentous years 
are getting fewer in 
number each year,” 
said Porthcawl 
author Malcolm 
Cowper, “so I 
decided to try to 
capture their 
memories before it 
was too late.” 

Mr Cowper 
interviewed some 40 
people in the former 
Glamorgan county, and 
talked to men who 
served in the front line, 
women who laboured in 
the factories producing 
vital weapons of war, 
and children with 
memories of evacuation, 
gas masks, and nights 
spent in air raid shelters. 

There are 


recollections of a man 
who survived the 
horrors of a Japanese 
prison camp; women 
who did dangerous 
work of manufacturing 
bombs at the Bridgend 
Arsenal; and of a young 
boy in the Swansea 
blitz, wearing only his 
underpants and carrying 
his younger brother on 
his back, running for 
shelter as bombs rained 
down. 

“Talking to the war 
veterans was 
fascinating,” said 
Malcolm. 

“I came to realise 
what an extraordinary 
generation they were, 
and how much we owe 
them for their fortitude 
and resilience in the 
face of one of the most 
barbaric and ruthless 
enemies this country has 
ever had to face. God 
knows how awful our 
lives would be today if 


we had lost that war.” 

Glamorgan’s Greatest 
Generation is a 
collection of stories of 
ordinary people living 
through extraordinary 
times, capturing the 
comradeship, humour 
and sense of duty that 
carried them through 
fear, loss and sacrifice. 

He was bom in 
Bridgwater, Somerset in 
1946, and the following 
year moved with his 
family to South Wales. 
He grew up in 
Southemdown, 

Bridgend and 
Porthcawl.

WEARY WALES - AND WIDEN THE GAP

S IX years ago, Wales began their ill- 
fated summer tour of New Zealand 
with a comprehensive 42-9 defeat at 
the Forsyth Barr stadium, in Dunedin, 
where on Saturday, they suffered an even 
more emphatic 46-6 mauling in the third 
and final test before heading wearily 
homewards. 

It was a dispiriting end to a 2016 summer 
tour that had begun in high hopes. 

With the world champions in the process of 
rebuilding their team, the 33rd clash between 
the two countries since 1905 was seen as a real 
opportunity for Wales, who had triumphed 
only three times - the last occasion being all of 
63 years ago in Cardiff. 

This was swiftly disabused in the first test 
reality check at Auckland (39-21); underlined 
in the second test at Wellington (36-22); and 
finally extinguished in Dunedin’s one-sided 
contest. 

Add to this, the midweek 40-7 loss to the 
Chiefs at Hamilton - and the final tour tally 
made grim reading for the newly re-appointed 
Welsh coaches to digest on the long flight 
home. 

True, the entire squad could not be faulted 
for showing characteristic bravery, tenacity, 
and wholehearted endeavour in adversity, but 
there is no escaping the cold tour statistics: 

Played 4, lost 4: 

Points for, 56. Points against, 161. 

Not that it was all gloom and doom, for there 
were hugely encouraging passages in all three 
tests when the Welsh players showed glimpses 
of just what they are capable of when given a 
freer rein to express themselves (exemplified by 
the individual brilliance of fullback/wing Liam 
Williams, who enhanced his growing reputation scoreboard. The 
on tour). embattled tourists 

Nevertheless, the relentless display of power, 


pace and clinical execution by a much-changed 
All Blacks squad, was yet another telling 
illustration of their unrivalled strength in 
depth. It ultimately proved too much for brave 
but totally-drained Welsh players, at the end of 
a long, hard season, who had given their all. 

Once again, the gap in class had proved too 
wide. As skipper Sam Warburton stated 
afterwards: “We were definitely second best”. 

It must have been a sobering admission after 
their second test heroics, when a resilient Wales 
had tested the world champs to the end, 
scoring two late tries and looking the stronger 
as the hooter sounded; prompting both 
Warburton and head coach Warren Gatland to 
insist: “At this level, it’s all about small 
margins... We don’t think we are too far 
away ...” 

On the evidence of the Dunedin mismatch 
alone, that may 
require a rethink, if 
the Welsh camp is 
truly to “learn 
lessons” from an 
arduous end of season 
tour that some had 
argued was ill-timed. 

Perhaps an obvious 
lesson, among others, 
is not to persistently 
squander hard-won 
possession with 
wayward kicking into 
deep space and 
inviting the inevitable 
rapid response from 
the world’s most 
lethal counter¬ 
attacking side - a 
flurry of tries on the 


were far more effective with ball in hand, as 
Liam Williams, for one, demonstrated, even 


had “learnt lessons” about their opponents’ 
revised style of play and ruthlessly put them 


though they were frustrated by errors and poor to the sword, to record their 29th successive 


execution as they strove to adapt to a more 
expansive style of play than the more familiar 
offensive-defence. 

Just as in the second test, Wales had begun 
brightly - forcing two penalties landed by 
outside half Dan Biggar in the first quarter - 
which, unfortunately, turned out to be the sum 
total of Welsh scoring that day. 

These sandwiched a successful kick by his 
mercurial opposite number Beauden Barrett 
(who would go on to amass 26 points with two 
tries, five conversions of his team’s six tries, 
and two penalties). 

Overall, though, it proved a game too far for 
a brave Welsh team who in the end were found 
wanting - as it was in fact New Zealand who 


victory over Wales stretching back to 
Coronation year 1953. 

The overall points record between the two 
now reads:

Before the tour, Gatland said it would 
provide the perfect opportunity to “see 
where we are”. 

After this latest ‘Blackwash’ - in stark 
contrast to England’s historic three-test 
whitewash of Australia - the camp know 
how much ground to make up if they are to 
bridge the gap, before Wales again lock 
horns with the southern hemisphere in the 
autumn.

I T'S never normally like 
this. At this stage of a 
competition, whether it's 
European Championships or 
World Cups, Welsh football 
fans, players and management 
alike are taking a slight interest 
in watching football’s elite 
battling out for success, all the 
while thinking what could have 
been for our national team. 

Of course, this summer hasn’t 
been like any other summer - for 
the first time in 58 years, we’ve 
been able to watch Wales in a 
major tournament, cheer them 
from the stands of France, fan 
zones both home and abroad, 
pubs, living rooms, wherever 
there’s a television, collecting the 
stickers, hanging up the wall 
charts and fixture guides, 
knowing we’re finally a part of it. 

It started with just being happy 
to be there, excited at having 
finally been allowed to the party 
after so many years of missing 
out. Then we went and beat 
Slovakia and suddenly we started 
to dream, though at the back of 
our minds still happy just to be 
involved; England then went and 
spoiled the party, but still we 
remained outwardly defiant, 
inwardly edgy and cautious, with 
a result needed against Russia. 

That 3-0 win felt like the cork 
had finally popped, that Wales, 
for so long the nation on the 
outside looking in, were now a 
key member of the international 
football scene, and that now we’d 
reached the knockout stages 
anything was possible. 

If last Monday night had been 
the party properly starting, then 
Saturday’s last-16 clash with 
Northern Ireland had the feeling 
of the part of the night where it’s 
time for a second wind, or time to 
go home. 

It was a nervy, edgy encounter 
between two teams who, having 
reached this stage of Euro 2016, 
were now painfully aware that 
there are no second chances, no 
opportunities to right wrongs - 
knockout football, if we didn’t 
already know, can be a

tremendously tense experience. 

It was also something of a 
role-reversal for Wales - no 
longer the plucky underdogs, 
enjoying their summer of 
football, now we were the 
favourites, the team the majority 
were expecting to win against a 
Northern Irish outfit whose strong 
team ethic and hard work 
mirrored the strengths of Chris 
Coleman’s team. 

What sets the two teams apart 
is a world-class player in Gareth 
Bale, whose three goals at the 
tournament thus far have put him 
in the running for the golden boot 
(and also broken Ivor Allchurch’s 
record as the highest Welsh 
goalscorer at an international 
tournament). 

As the game went on, with 
Northern Ireland not only looking 
the better of the teams but also 
the most likely to get a goal 
(despite Aaron Ramsey having an 
effort disallowed for offside), you 
felt that Bale had something in 
his locker, some little burst of 
magic that could prove to be the 
difference between the two sides 
- and so it proved. 

In a rare moment of finding 
himself unmarked deep in 
Northern Irish territory, Bale 
received a pass from Ramsey on 
the left flank. Taking a touch, he 
whipped the ball across the box - 
only for Gareth McAuley, the 
Northern Ireland defender, to 
divert the ball into the back of the 
net to give Wales the lead. 

There was still 15 minutes left 
for them to get themselves back 
in the game, but as the game 
became more and more frantic, 
cool Welsh heads prevailed and 
progress to the quarter-finals was 
assured. 

It was a far from vintage 
performance from Wales, the 
enormity of the occasion and the 
well-organised opposition not 
giving them the time and space to 
play their usual game, but a result 
is a result and at this stage of the 


competition it’s about winning 
games rather than performing 
well and coming up empty- 
handed. 

Yet again, Coleman’s 
substitutions proved to have the 
desired effect. With Hal Robson 
Kanu having created such an 
impact in the Slovakia opener, 
grabbing the winner in that game, 
he and Jonny Williams’ arrival 
marked an upturn in Welsh 
fortunes, the former using his 
physicality against a tiring 
defence, while the latter’s direct 
running gave a new dimension to 
Wales, and arguably more space 
for Bale to operate in. 

Attention now turns to Lille on 
Friday, and a date with a Belgium 
team who are slowly realising 
their potential. A tricky encounter 
lies ahead, but one that Wales 
will feel quietly confident about. 

Having played them four times 
in the last four years, there is a 
sense of familiarity, and the 
Belgians (who will go into this 
match as favourites) will no 
doubt be aware that in those four 
games they have only managed 
one win, that 2-0 victory coming 
against a 10-man Welsh team in 
September 2012. 

Since then, there have been 
draws in Belgium (1-1 and 0-0) 
and, of course, that famous 
victory in Cardiff last June when 
Gareth Bale grabbed the winner 
that made a country believe in the 
possibility of qualification for this 
tournament. 

So having believed that 
anything is possible so far, why 
not keep on believing this Friday? 
Providing Ashley Williams’ 
shoulder injury isn’t a serious 
one, it should be a full-strength 
Welsh side who will be looking 
to make yet more history and 
reach the semi-finals of a major 
tournament for this first time in 
history. 

A nation has been dreaming 
since we qualified for this 
tournament last October - why 
wake up now?
